In order to understand conditions 
there you must realize that the peo­ 
ple of Ireland are wholly unarmed 
and without any means of defense. 
On the other hand British soldiers 
are armed with every device known 
i to modern warfare. 
There are at 
this time about one hundred thou­ 
sand British 
soldiers 
in Ireland, 
consisting in part of men of the 
regular army and the others being 
special soldiers recruited for this 
> service and which are known as 
“Black and Tans.” In addition, the 
government stated last week that 
the “Blaek and Tans” are now be­ 
ing added to at the rate of about 
three hundred per day. 
Therefore, 
within another twelve months Eng­ 
land will have not less than two 
hundred thousand soldiers in Ire­ 
land. On the same basis of popula­ 
tion this would !k4 equivalent at the 
present time to an armed force in 
America of four million men and 
within a year would equal a stand­ 
ing army in America of eight mil­ 
lion men. 
It is not difficult to re­ 
alize that these British soldiers in 
Ireland are very bitter toward the 
Irish 
people. 
The 
“Black 
and 
Tan” element, which has been re­ 
cruited from among the ex-service 
men of the great war who had not 
been placed iii permanent positions 
since the army 
was 
demobilized 
represents about as low' an element 
as ever wore a uniform. Realizing 
their power and that the Irish peo­ 
ple are wholly defenseless, these 
“Black and Tans” have been guil­ 
ty of the w orst'offenses that w*ere 
ever charged 
against 
any army. 
They seem to be subject to no con­ 
trol and 
there 
is 
no 
discipline 
among them. 
Therefore, each one 
is a law* unto himself. 
The “Black 
and Tans” derive their name from 
the fact that they wear the khaki 
uniform of the British army and 
the black cap of the Royal Irish 
constabulary.

son, robbery and rape.

VAST AMOUNT OF 
COMMERCE WITH 
OTHER NATIONS 


Washington, 
Dec. 
15.—Nearly 
one-half of 
the 
nation’s record- 
breaking overseas commerce in the 
| past tiscal 
year was carried in 
I American ships, Secretary Alexan­ 
der shows in his 
annual 
report 
made public. 
The overseas 
trade 
reached the unprecedented total of 
111.875.424.000 and $5,071,905,000 ol 
it was carried in American-owned 
vessels as against $368,359,000 car­ 
ried in American bottoms the year 
before the war. 
The total volume of imports and 
exports by land and sea was $13.- 
349.661.000 
nearly 
$3,000,000,000 
above the previous 
record 
estab­ 
lished in the fiscal year ended June 
30. 1919. Imports for the last year 
amounted to $5,238,621,000 as com­ 
pared with $3,095,720,000 
for the 
previous year and almost $3,000,000, 
OOO for the fiscal year of 1918. The 
value of exports for the last fiscal 
year aggregated $7,950,429,000, an 
increase o fapproximately $900,000, 
OOO over the previous year and $2,- 
000,000.000 over 1918. 
Mr. Alexander also shows 
that 
during the last 
fiscal 
year the 
American merchant fleet was 
in­ 
creased by 670 vessels of 3,416,000 
gross tons and that on last June 30 
American shipping comprised 
28,- 
183 vessels of 16,324,024 gross tons. 
This compared 
with 7,928,688 in 
1914. 
“Growth of American shipping 
has been wholly in 
the 
foreign 
trade’’ the 
secretary said, “much 
more than half of that growth hav­ 
ing taken plac^ since the armistice 
of November ll, 1918, and the 
in­ 
crease of the past fiscal year being 
double that of any year before the 
armistice. This 
increase in ton­ 
nage would mean little unless 
it 
stood also for an increase in trade.” 
Quoting from the bureau’s statis­ 
tics showing an increase of about 
15,000,000 net 
tons 
cleared by 
American ships in 1920 as against 
1914 the secretary continued. “In a 
word, while our gross tonnage reg­ 
istered for foreign trade is tenfold 
what it was in 1914, it has supplied 
in actual employment in overseas 
trade 14 times the American cargo 
and passenger space 
available in 
1914, though in the shorter voyages 
to foreign ports in North America, 
requiring fewer and usually smaller 
ships, the 
increase—and the de­ 
mand—has not been so great.” 
In connection with the grow th of 
American shipping 
and 
foreign 
trade, M r.'Alexander discussed the 
advisability of charging off “to the 
winning of the war” sufficient of 
the war cost of 
the 
government 
owned ships to 
enable 
them to 
compete with foreign shipping on 
the basis of actual 
value of the 
properties. 
He 
advocated 
this 
course on the 
belief 
that 
only 
through such action could the ships 
built under wartime stress and at 
wartime costs, continue 
to 
meet 
the overhead expenses of mainten­ 
ance and operation. 
“We must be candid with our­ 
selves.” he continued. “The value 
of the ships owned by the govern­ 
ment must be reduced to their ac­ 
tual value for competitive purposes
